College Station, Texas, May 24 —On 
account of the appearance of typhoid fever 
among the students, the faculty has decid­ 
ed to suspend the exercises of the A . 
and 
M . College for this session from and after 
the dinner hour Saturday, May 25. 
A ct­ 
ing President Puryear authorizes the fol­ 
lowing statement: 
"O n May IO. Cadet W . E . 
Sampson,] 
of Saint Jo , entered the hospital with a 
fever w hich in a few days proved to be a 
typical case of mild typhoid fever. 
On 
May 18th other cases began to appear. 
There has been a total of twenty-five cases 
of fever of which twenty are thought to be 
typhoid. 
Cadets Sampson and C. F. Ad- 
dickes of Huntsville are still in the hospital 
and 
are doing well. 
T he other twenty- 
three were allowed to go home as soon as 
the symptoms 
indicated 
the 
probability 
that they had typhoid fever. 
“ It is believed that thesource of infection 
is the water in an under-ground cistern, 
probably contaminated during rhe recent 
heavy rains. 
All the cisterns used by the 
cadets were promptly closed and distilled 
water ia now used at the barracks and 
boiled water at the Mess Hall. 
B acterio -, 
logical examination will be made of the 
cistern water. 
T h e cisterns will be em p -' 
tied and thoroughly disinfected. 
Vigorous 
measures will be taken at once to remove 
every possible source of infection.

“ I he regular examinations for the senior 
class were to have begun Monday, May 27. 
The other clashes were to have had 
one 
more week of review before their examine* 
j tions. 
It will be seen therefore that save 
I for the formality of the final examination 
I the work of the session was practically 
I over and that the loss on that score will 
J not be serious. 
Under these circumstance* 
I the faculty felt that it were better to sus- 
j pend the exercises rather than run the risk 
J of being obliged to have other students go 
| home with t ‘ e fever or to keep them away j 
from their ho es while sick.

[ mencement exercises will be omitted. 
“ The session just closing with the excep­ 
tion of this trouble has been a remarkably 
successful one.
